6% Ottc/ Boehm had maintained contact with Wilhelm ftocttl for a consider- 
able period prior to his termination in 1953 Tor the purpose of reporting to 
GR033BAM on Hoettl 1 3 activities. At tho end, ICUBARK was suspicious as to the 
nature of thia relationship, but a detailed LCFLUTTER examination and a thorough 
interrogation revealed that Doohm had been duped and was under development by 
Hoettl for information on GROGSBAHN* It was concluded that ho had been merely 
naive in his dealings with Hoattl and termination was therefore amicable. 

Boohra is now employed with Adenauer 1 s mouthpiece, the Rhoiniaohe Merkur, and 
makes occasional trips to Austria. He is believed to be no longer in contact 
with Hoettl, but it may be annumed that he maintains journalistic contact 
with Subject.
